DUESSELDORF, July 30 (Associated 
Press) .—The “ Ruhrhilfe,"” or Ruhr as- 
sistance organization, has, accor< to 
the best information, drawn up new and 
stricter conditions under which work- 
men thrown out of employment as a 
result of ‘the occupation’ may receive 
Goverhment aid.

Street Cleaning Commissioner Alfred A. 
Taylor..denied yesterday that garbage 
had been dumped within‘ fivé. miles of 
the New Jersey Coast, as charged by 
Governor Silzer and his investigators. 
He declared that it was uniud and ashes 
and not garbage that they saw. dumped 
inshore. Governor Silzer said emphati- 


been made and that ‘his. investigators 
had been careful, for they feared that 
just this sort of a controversy was sure 
to follow. their report. 

Governor Silzer has announced his dey 
termination to stop the practice of in- 
shore dumping even if it is necessary to 
resort to the courts. He made it clear 
last evening that he did not expect an 
unpleasantness to “develép over the 
situation. As he put it, the New York 
City . authorities will call to account 
these who have been guilty of illegal. 
dumping just as soon as-they are con- 
vinced of such practices by careful in- 
p vestigation. 

‘*Governor Silzer must have been 
misinformed,’’ said Commissioner Tay- 
lor. “I att\gure the Governor's inves- 
tigators saw no>city scows dumping 
garbage within five miles of the New 
Jersey coast. They probably saw mud 
and ashes being dumped: The city's 
garbage is dumped at a point about 
nineteen miles southeast of Scotland 
lightship, which is at least twenty miles 
from ‘the Jersey coast.: The inspectors 
have checked up on this. The Federal 
authorities have been ‘looking into the 
question and are convinced that the 
garbage found along the coast is not 
from New York scows.’’ 

Governor Silzer would not give speci- 
fic instances of the alleged violations or 
the numbers of the “barges that had so’ 
offended. ‘ 

‘* I put investigators onthe case in 
whose word I could rely,”’ said the Gov- 
ernor. ‘‘ They found ‘it ‘was garbage be- 
ing dumped—decayed fruit, dead dogs 
and just the sort of things that we find 
along the shore. They went out with 
the purpose of finding out what was 
being dumped and they told me just 
what material they were dumping. 

‘I assume,’ he continued, ‘‘ that 
when the New York City Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner finds he is being 
fooled by, his contractors he will cor- 
rect it. The Commissioner does not go 
out to the scows any more than I do.

New York\Player Springs Surprise | wi 
In Defeating Californian: Two 
Out of Three Sets.

SEABRIGHT, N. J., July 30.—The 
thirtieth annual invitation, Seabright 
lawn tennis tournamént opened _ here 
today on the beautiful turf courts of 
the Seabright-Lawn Tennis and Cricket 
Club with the finest entry that has com- 
peted in any event thus far in tennis 
this season. With the exception of 
William T. Tilden 24, the national 
champion, and Manuel Alonso and 
Wallace -F. Johnston, every major 
player of the” country and nufmerous 
foreign stars are entered in the men’s 
singles, and the women’s event is every 
bit as attractive. 

William M. Johnston of California, the 
world’s champion, heads the list of con- 
tenders for the title which he captured 
last. year when he defeated R. Norris 
Williams 2d. of Philadelphia in the 
final round, Johnston was one of the 
double-winners of the day, defeating, 
in order, Louis B. Dailey of East 
Orange, N. J., 64, 6—1, and 8S. F. 
Hepburn of the Oxford-Cambridge Uni- 
versity team, 6—1, 6—3. Hepburn was 
but. one of the five English collegians 
to fall before American racquets dur- 
ing the afternoon. By night all of the 
five entered in the tournament had 
been eliminated. 

A. P. Kingsley, Captain of Oxford, 
was eliminated by Lewis N. White of 
Texas after a bitterly contested three- 
set match that was decided at 6—3, 
2-6, 6—3. J.~ N.’ Lowry, Captain of 
Cambridge, was put out by Bernon S. 
Prentice, President of. the Seabright 
Club, ‘at 6—4, 6—1. In addition to the 
collegians, the two members of the Aus- 
tralian Davis Cup team passed from 
the play. Both I. D. McInnes and W. B. 
Schlesinger, the juhior-members of the 
Antipodean combination, wired that they 
would be unable to play ahd were de- 
faulted.. Bowie Dietrick and William N. 
Ecklund of the Hawaiian team, which 
was eliminated from the cup ties by 
Augtratia at Orange, N. J., will appear 
for their first round matches tomorrow 
morning. 


Kelleher Beats Griffin, 


The surprise of the opening day was 
the defeat of Clarence J.. Griffin of Cal- 
ifornia by Hugh G. M. Kelleher of 
New York. Kelleher won in two out 
of three sets, at 6—1, 3—6, 6—1. Griffin, 
who is making his first appearance in 
the East since 1920, ranked sixth in the 
country! that year, while Kelleher never 
Kas ranked within the first’ ten. For 
that reason today’s result. may be re- 
garded as an‘upset. But to those who 
watched the New York man’s play in 
the metropolitan championship at the 
Crescent “A. C. last week his victory 
today was not entirely unexpected.

Most of the play ‘was from the base 
lige, for both men found it dangerous 
to. vinture forward in the face of the 
quick returns that each was getting 
back. What-little net play there was 
was contributed almost entirely by Grif- 
fin, and his Work within the service 
court was almost always of a decisive 
character. Kelleher’s play from the 
base line was every bit as pretty ber 
cause of the good judgment he used in 
shortening and lengthening his strokes, 
'and his ability ‘to work his opponent off 
the court. Griffin was kept on the run 
continually to get near the ball and it 
was becausé he found it s0 difficult to 
meet it squarely that he made most of 
his .errors.

Griffin’s best work was done in the 
Second set, when he ran six ‘straight 
games after trailing at 0—3. Kelleher 
was within a point of leading at 4—0 
|when the Californian got his strokes An 
hand and went out after the points in 
such determined fashion that there was 
no resisting him. Nothing that Kelleher 
sent over could escape his racquet.

ORGANIZING TO CLEAN THE 
BEACHES. 

Actigg with exemplary promptness 
in investigating the pollution of the 
Jersey beaches, Govérnor SILZER re- 
ports that ‘he finds that the garbage 
of New York, instead of being dumped 
far out to sea, is often thrown over- 
board as near as five miles from the 
Jersey, shore. ** It is not surprising, 
then,” says the Governor, “ that some 
‘of the refuse and garbage reaches 
**our beaches and those of New 
* York.’’ 

The Governor bases his report on 
investigations made by persons who 
watched the city’s scows containing 
the garbage. It bears out the evidence 
from the beaches themselves, all of 
which goes to show that the great 
increase in filth this year over last 
cannot be due solely to an increase in 
the number of passing ships. Also it 
testifies to the inadequacy of the 
observations of the navy’s representa- 
tive who attributed. the pollution of 
the beaches to a shift of winds during 
the last few days. Inasmuch as the 
beaches have been unspeakably dirty 
for at least two months, such an 
explanation is not convincing. 

Captain O.metean of the -United 
States Navy believes that the only 
solution lies in installing incinerators.

OLD HOUSES IN NEW YORK. 


Two in Southold, L. 1., Are-Saild to 
Date, From 1640. 
To the Editor of The New: York Times: 

I read with much interest. E, M. 
Behar’s article in THs Traes of July 22 
on the oldest Dutch farmhouse. 
« It may .be of interest to Mr. Behar to 
learn t@at E£. am personally well ac- 
quainted with two houses both. of which 
are older than the one’ he~ describes, 
which hé says is also probably the oldest 
in the State. 

These two houses are in a Jittle vil- 
lage on the east end of Lo Island, 
which village happens to be my home 
‘town. Both still are in good condition 
and both are occupied by, their respec- 
tive owners. 

This Village of Southold was settled 
by a group of English people who came 
from Connecticut Colony early in the 
year 1640 or in’ the year 1639. Under 
the leadership of their pastor, the Rev. 
John Young, the First Presbyterian 
Church of Southold was organized in 
the year 1640, which is the first recorded 
date in the village history. 

The oldest house in the village is the 
one that was built for the Rev. Mr. 
Young, It was recently purchased. by 
some one from the city and soméwhat 
remodeled, although its exterior remaizis 
very much, the same. 

The other ‘ oldest house.” bears ‘the 
date 1640 over its doorway ahd is now 
occupied by its owner, D. H. Horton.

Charles C. Maine, who was a student 
at Lafayette before the World War, and 
who became a First Lieutenant in the 
army after his enlistment and received 
wounds which have kept him in Govern- 
ment hospitals ever since, filed suit in 
the Supreme Court yesterday for an 
Enoch-Arden divorce from his French 
wife. 

Lieutenant Maine, who is now in the 
Brooklyn Naval Hospital, stated in his 
complaint that he was married to Ger- 
maine Mirelle by the Justice of the Peace 
at LeParc, St. Maur, Seine, France, on 
June 17, 1918, and brought her to this 
country immediately afterward.

SHOOT. MAN FROM AUTO. 


Assassins ‘Fire Dozen Shots at La- 
borer on Brooklyn Street. 


Considerable excitement was caused 
yesterday in the tlalian colony in 
Brooklyn' when a new sedan, which was 
moving slowly along Columbia Street, 
near Sackett, pulled over to the curb 
and two men sitting in the rear began 
shooting at a man on the sidewalk. 

Bye-witnesses said the men fired at 
least a. dozen shots. At the last shot 
the pedestrian fell to the sidewalk. He 
proved to be Paolo Pensabéne, 54 yéars 
old, a laborer,.of 28 Union Street. At 
the Long Island College Hospital it 
was found that one shot entered his 
right eye and pierced his brain. He is 
in a serious condition. The police of 
the Hamilton Avenue station have been 
unable to learn from him the motive for 


the shooting.

United States, Maj. Gen. Robert Lee 
Bullard, commanding the Second Corps | ng 
Area, ‘pléaded for preparedness in two 
speeches last night at farewell meetings 
to several hundred young men who are 
beginning a month's coursé at: citizens’ 
military training camps. tomorrow. 

One meeting was at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in West Fifty- 
seventh Street. ‘The other, under the 
auspices of the Jewish Welfare Board, 
was held at the Young Men’s Hebrew 
Association, Lexington Avenue and 
Ninety-second Street. A third gathering 
was held at the Hanson Place Y. M. 
C. A., in Brooklyn, at which Brig. Gen. 
William Wiegel, deputy commander of 
the army area, spoke. Although Platts- 
burg camp and others in this section 
open tomorrow, General Bullard said 
that applications will be accepted until 
Aug. 6. There is still place for several 
hundred young men to’ fill the quota of 
4,200, he asserted. 

““The regular army has been de- 
creased, as has the National Guard and 
the reserves,” said General Bullard. 
** We are no more prepared for the con- 
tingency of war than we were when 
‘we started in the World War. That is 


| why we are asking you to do something;- 


to bear your part in case of need. And 
you who read the newspapers can see 
that there is a threat. of war, almost 
ag serious now as when General Wood 
started the Plattsburg camp two years 
before the great war.

ing in concealment ‘until the boat ts: 
gone and the liquor is ready to be con- 
cealed or taken away. 

On the Great Lakes, on Puget Sound, 
and probably on other waters where 
conditions are favorable highjackers 
frequently operate in ‘swift little motor 
boats, intercepting * their victims far 
‘enough off shore to be out of range. of |‘ 
observation. Many small boats on the 
Great Lakes are engaged in smuggling 
liquor from Canada. If two or three 
are scuttled or set adrift by highjack- 
ers, nobody is the wiser except the’ 
band of outlaws who owned them, and 
they keep silence. Complaint to the au- 
thorities would be confession of their 
own misdeeds. 

Puget Sound, with miles upon miles 
of indented coast, is another Tum-run- 
ners’ hunting ground which is frequent- 
ly turned into an inferno by the high- 
jJacker. Whisky crosses Puget Sound en 
route for three destinations. Some car- 
goes go legitimately to Mexican points 
on the Pacific, from which some of thé 
liquor is later smuggled across the bor- 
der into the United States. Another 
portion, is consigned to Mexican ports 
which it never reaches, being .surrepti- 
‘tously ¢ Janded. otf the coast of Washing- 
ton, ‘Oregon aiid California.” The third 
portion is transported in small boats for 
landing at obscure points along the 
American side of the Sound. These 
shipments are the special prey of the 
highjacker, although the others by no 
means wholly escape. him. When the 
little boats -are intercepted generally 
it is when they land. 

The Double Double-Cross. 


In Puget Sound: were found the only 
dead bodies of highjackers thus far 
brought to the attention of the authori-’ 
ties. Two men in a motor boat held up 
a larger vessel, transferred its cargo 
to their little boat, piling the whisky 
high on deck, and then, evidently tired 
by a night of watching and the strain 
of -encounter, went to sleep on deck. 
The boat’ careened, toppled the cases 
upon them.and crushed them to death. 

While the bootlegger for obvious rea- 
sons does not infotm on the highjacker, 
the highjacker does sometimes turn in- 
former against the bootlegger. -In such 
cases the highjacker generally does so 
because the bootlegger _is ‘receiving 
‘protection ’’ from local or other of¢i- 
cers. A case of the kind which’ oc- 
curred in Louisiana furnishés an illus- 
tration of the big prizes for which high- 
jackers play. In this case the high- 
jackers were- thwarted not. by bodtleg- 
gers, but by policemen acting as guards. 
The disappointed ‘highjackers went to 
the prohibition agent: with their’ story. 
»The.agent said: 

“Iwas awakened _by Lineal Agent 
——, who had four men with him. 
These men are what are known as 
highjeckers—that is, whisky - thieves 
who prey upon bootleggers. . They « in- 
formed m2 of a'large quantity of stored 
liquor which.‘was. to be moved. before 
daylight, with alleged protection of two 
policemen.

Threatened influx of Javanese 


and Peruvian Staplé Material- 
pen: Causing Cut in Prices. 


FALL AVERAGES - Y, CENT 


Overstocked Condition of the Re- 
fineties In This Country Makes 
for Dull Trading. 

The threatened entry of Javanese and 


Peruvian sugars into the American mar- 
ket developed yesterday, with offerings 
of the staple from those cotintries at 
prices which ‘had a disturbing effect on 
the local market and ‘which, in the 
opinion of refiners of this city, promise 
possible further inroads. ‘Granulated 
sugar was quoted ‘by all refiners yes- 
terday at from 10 to 40 points below 
Saturday’s prices, the cut averaging a 
quarter of a cent and bringing the price 
to 8,25 cents a pound. 

The situation was explained as bear 
ing out last week's forecast of the Fed- 
eral Sugar Refining Company that 
prices could not be matntained ‘at their 
present level and could not go higher 
without ‘eventually attracting ‘*out- 
side ’’ ‘sugar to this market. Present 
prices in Europe were cited as a further 
explanation of the threatened diversion 
to this country of eugar from Java, 


the local quotations. HEinglish refiners 
were said to be anxious td reduce stocks 
before the arrival of the new supply 
from Java, Mauritius, Brazil and Peru. 

Harvesting..of the. 1,609,000-ton Java- 
nese crop started in May, and little of 
it hag. thus far passed into consump- 
tion. Javanese white was offered here 
yesterday at 4.50 cents a pound, or at 
7.40, duty paid. So far as couid be 
learned, no orderg for it had been 

laced: ‘The effect, however, has been 

increase caution prevailing among 
buyers since the slump in prices began

trad is the overstocked condition of 
domestic refineries. The trade. has 
overbought dnd is now cneen o up its in- 
visible supplies.

EXPLAINS MORDAUNT CASE 


Expects Great Influx on Aug. 1 and 
, Says Thousands Must Be 
“.  Exetuded. 


“'When-we have the English newspa- 
pers filled with complaints about con- 
ditions at Bilis Island made by self- 
confessed embezzlers, and with our 
harbor full of ships crammed with im- 
migrants, it is time for Americans to 
sit up and think.” said Commissioner 
Henry H, Curran yesterday afternoon, 
Commissioner Curran’s statement was 
in reply to. the recent criticisms in Eng- 
lish newspapers caused by complaints 
made by E, C. Mordaunt, one of the 
fifty-sgven deportees who returned to 
Southampton on Saturday on the Ho- 
meric. Mordaunt when under oath 
upon the witness. stand adrhitted the 
theft of £7 when employed as a clerk in 
the American Consulate.in London. in 
1921. His exclusion from the. United 
States was on’ the stréngth.of.a second 
confession when questioned on his ar- 
rival here. 

“We are not welcoming embezzlers 
into this country—either English or any 
other kind—nor are we concerned with 
their complaints,” continued the Com- 
missioner. 

When asked about the expected influx 
of immigrants on Aug. 1 Commissioner 
Curran said: “Iam not going to budge 
one inch about overcrowding Ellis Is- 
land... Sooner or later the Government 
will have to regulate what the steam- 
ship companies have failed to control— 
their own savage, cut-throat competition 
for immigration business. It is divi- 
dends against human beings. “I want. to 
pin the blame where it. belongs before 
the ships come in—upon the. steamship 
companies. Their elaborate system of
